All of those thus elected have 
since signified their willingness to 
accept the invitation of the Council to 
become its fulltime officers, Only

Regarding the release of Bishop 
Roots, it was hoped that final action 
would be taken by the General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the U. S. A. at its recent 
meeting in Portland, Ore.

Acting Secretaries 


Dr. C. Y. Cheng and Rev. E. C. 
Lobenstine, having declined to stand 
for re-election at this time as secretar- 
ies to the Council, consented to serve 


for a few months before their depart- 


ure for America as acting sécretaries. 
Dr. Cheng sailed for America in 


August and has already begun his 


further theological studies, there. Mr. 
Lobenstine has twice delayed his 
departure at the request of the Council 
but sailed on November 19th. 

After his departure and pending 
the. arrival of the new foreign 
secretaries a committee-of-advice has 
been appointed at the request of the 
Chinese secretaries. This committee 
consists of Rev. Bishop L. J. Birney, 
Rev. C. G. Sparham and Rev. C. E. 
Patton, Rev. F. Rawlinson and 
Miss R, Venable. 


Special Committees Appointed By 
The China Continuation 


Committee 
When the China Continuation 
Committee - closed its work the 


following committees appointed by it 
desired to be continued and were 
desirous of sustaining the same 
relation to the National Christian 
Council they had previously sustained 
to the China Continuation Committee. 

The executive committee of the 
National Christian Council at its 
September meeting passed the follow- 
ing resolution: , 

“In view of the fact that the 
full staff of the Council cannot be’ 
secured until shortly before the 
annual meeting and of the necessity 
of carefully considering the policy of 


the National, Christian Council in 


regard to ‘promotional activities,’ 
“VOTED to request the follow- 

ing committees to carry on for the 

time being independently of the 


National Christian Council and to 
leave open until the first annua! 
meeting the question of their more 
permanent relation to the Council, 
whether as special committees to be 
appointed by it, as affiliated organiza- 
tions or as independent bodies, These 
committees are: The China Chris- 
tian Literature Council, The Daily 
Vacation Bible School Movement, 
the Committee on Work for 
Moslems, the Committee on Work 
for the Blind, the Committee on 


Social and Moral Welfare and the 


Committee on Christian Standards 
of Industry.” 


This action must not be taken as 


indicating any lack of interest on the © 


work of these committees and leaves 
the whole question of their future 
relation to the National Christian 
Council open for discussion at the 
annual meeting. The executive com- 
mittee hesitated, however, to accept 
responsibility for these committees, 


both because it did not feel prepared © 


to commit the Council as a whole to 
make itself responsible for these 
activities until the Council had time to 
consider carefully where its own 
main emphasis should be placed and 
also lest it overburden unduly the new 
secretaries during this first year in 
which only a part of the staft will be 
available. A word in regard to several 
of these committees will explain the 
present situation. 


The China Christian Literature 
Council 


This committee was appointed 
by the China Continuation Committee 
and consists of twenty-four members, 
one-third retiring each-year. It has 
been recognized by the literature 
committees of the Conference of 
Missionary -Societies both in Great 
Britain and American as a hody which 
they are prepared to ‘have act as 
their representatives in the develop- 
ment of Christian literature in the 
administration of such funds as they 
are prepared to entrust to it. The an- 
nual meeting of the China Christian 
Literature Council was held in Shang- 
hai on October 12th and 13th. Some- 
thing over $6,000 was available through 
the above-mentioned literature com- 
mittees in North America and Great 
Britain for expenditure during the 
coming year and plans have been 
made Sec the use of the money, 
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Every effort is being made so to 
administer this fund at the present 
time as to stimulate more writing by 
the Chinese themselves. Grants are 


‘being made (1) For a devotional book | 


for the use of the rank and file of 
church members with scripture selec- 
tions and brief remarks upon the same 
and prayers for each day's study ; (2), 
For the preparation of a hymn-book 
of original Chinese hymns or of new 
translations or adaptations of old ones ; 
(3) Fora book ot Chinese Christian 
poems; (4) Fora book of ‘‘Christian 
Evidences” which, it is hoped, may 
be as influential in meeting the present 
situation as was Dr. Martin’s work 
years ago. Grants are also being made 


tocertain Christian magazines lor the 


purchase of articles and to others for 
a series of prizes to be given to some 
eight different Christian papers. 

In addition the China Christian 


Literature Council administers the 
imothy Richard Prize Fund. The 


of this fund of £500 (less 
-<ESMEEEth taxes) left by the late Timothy 


Richard to the China Continuation 
Committee for the purpose of an an- 
nual prize, amounts to approximately 
Mex. $240, The prize during the past 
two years has been given in the form 
of a year’s scholarship to a student or 
recent graduate of a Christian College 
desiring to prepare himself for Chris- 
tian literary work. The 1922 recipient 
of the prize was led through this com- 
petition and through receiving the 
prize to decide to take a theological 
course, 


The Committee on Social and 
Moral Welfare 


Dr. Frank Rawlinson has been 
chairman of this Committee for the 
past few years. The articles on 
opium and the liquor traffic contained 
in the Survey Volume were prepared 
by the Committee. It carries on an 
extensive correspondence and is work- 
ing in very close touch with~the 
Shanghai Moral Welfare League, of 
which Dr. Rawlinson is also chair- 
man. Its work is largely educational 
in character. 


The Committee on Industrial 


Relations 


This committee was organized to 
prepare that part of the Report of 
Commission Il, dealing with the re- 
lation of the church to industrial 
questions. Itis an active body with 


a membership at the present time 
confined to Shanghai but interested 
in organizing similar groups in other 
industrial centres. It greatly feels 
the need of closer relationship to the 
National Christian Council. It has 
accordingly decided to request the 
executive committee of the National 
Christian Council to reconsider its 
action taken at the September meeting, 
asking the Committee’ on Industrial 
Relations to carry on independently 
for the time being. - 

The visit of Dr. Sherwood Eddy 
is arousing great interest in industrial 
questions and is serving asa chailenge 
to this committee to move forward 
along the lines of the recommenda- 
tions adopted at the ational Con- 
ference. It earnestly asks for the 
prayers and help of Christians 
generally in seeking to make possible 


the changes which the church is re- 


commending, 


Vacation Bible Schools. 


‘This Movement ofivery recent 
growth was started by Dr. Robert G. 
Boville, the International Director of 
the Daily Vacation Bible School 
Association. The growth of interest 
in this work during the past three 
years, due largely to the presentation 
made by Dr. Boville,is one of the 
striking recent developments in Christ- 
ian work in China. The past summer 
saw some /08 schools, averaging six 


weeks, with an average attendance of. 


thirty-six, in forty towns and cities 
and a total enrollment of 25,408 
pupils. 
Committee for the Promotion 
of Phonetic Script 


The work of this committee is 


so well-known that little need be said 
about it. It has unfortunately lost 
its very efficient secretary, Miss S. J. 
Garland of the China Inland Mission, 
who has gone to Australia on fur- 
lough. Her work during the past few 
years has resulted in wide-spread 
interest throughout China in the 
whole problem of illiteracy in the 
Church, and in the use of the Nation- 
al Phonetic system as a means of 
overcoming it. 
completed the preparation of the 
entire New Tesjgment and parts of 
the Old Testament in the Phonetic, 
has inspired the holding of many 
station classes for illiterates, mostly 
woman and girls, in which scores of 
illiterate adults have proved at 
least in those mandarin-speaking sec- 
tions of China, where the dialect is 
not too diffcrent from the Norther 
mandarin, illiteracy can be ove 
come in the church through the u 
of the phonetic. The committee ! 
continuing its work, and will recei 
the necessary financial aid from TP.

BUDGET 


Financing of the National Christian Council 
The consfitution of the National Christian Council contains the follow- 


ing statement: 


“The National Christian Council shall prepare an annual budget to 
cover its own expenses and this together with the budgets of the Affiliated 
Organizations shall be sent as an appeal for funds to church and other Chris- 
tian organizations in China, to individual givers in China and elsewhere, and 
to the Missionary Societies abroad through the national missionary organiza- 


tions in the different countries. 


“The Council shall not assume financial obligations for expenditures 
for any given year beyond the amount available for the preceding year, 
except as the funds for such increase in expenditures may have been assured. 
The Council shall not be authorized to incur debts which may become an 


obligation upon the Christian church in China or other cooperating bodies,” ™"

The budget for the current year | 
is considerably smaller. inasmuch as 


there were inevitable delays in start- 
ing the work of the Council. The 
larger part of the expenses of the 
current fiscal year, June Ist, 1922 to 
March 3ist, 1923, will be met out of 
the balances turned over by the China 
Continuation Committee. Some addi- 
tional contributions from the co- 
operating bodies will. however, be 
necessary. In view of the extreme 
difficulty of securing prompt financial 
action by a large number of independ- 


ent bodies whose source of 
aA 


is mainly abroad it is indeed fortunix 
that the China Continuation Com- 
mittee was able to turn over such a 
large balance. 


The Attitude of the Bonne 
Secretaries to the Council. 


The Conference of Missionary 
Societies both in Great Britain and 
in America are definitely committed 
to the idea of the desirability of 
there being a national Christian 
councilin China and recognize that 
the financing ef the Council is a just 
claim upon the incomeof the mis- 
sionary societies. During the past few 
years the China Continuation Com- 
mittee has been carrying on an 
extended correspondence with the 
secretaries of these conferences. At a 
meeting of the International Mis- 
sionary Council. a delegated body 
appointed by ae conferences of 
missionary societies in different lands, 


‘held in England, July 27-30, 1922, 


the conclusions on this subject were 
clearly stated and are being submitted 
to each of the constituents for their 
consideration. The statement can 


only be summarized here: 


1. Sources of financial support 
for such national organiza- 
tions.

In following this program the first 
step taken was to send a letter to the 
China Christian Educational Associa- 
tion which. included the following 
paragraph : 

“We have been impressed by 
the appeal to consecration of life 
to Christ, made in Section of 
Chapter I ‘of the “Message of the 
Church,” and we believe it will 
be generally agreed, that such con- 
versior® and consecration of life 
are, as a rule, most easily brought 
about between, the ages of thirteen — 

and twenty one. Experience has 
shown that special missions, wise- 
ly arranged and conducted by duly 
qpalitied preachers, are very efiec- 
al in bringing young people, 
who have been under Christian 
training and instructicn, toa deti- 
nite yielding of the life to the 
Saviour in personal repentance 
and faith: We know, of course, 
that the principal aim of those 
responsible for Christian educa- 
tional institutions, is the spiritual — 
welfare of their pupils, and we 
thankfully recognize the large 
measure of success, which, with — 
God’s blessing, has attended their 


work and ministry in this regard. 
We believe, however, the special 
form of effort now suggested | 
deserves the careful consideration 
of those concerned, with a view 
to its extension in the Christian 
institutions of China. That the 
arrangement of such special mis- 
sions is attended with difficulty 
and of temporary inconvenience 
to the ordinary work of a college 
or school, is evident: We feel, 
however, that this is not a suffi- 
cient reason against holding them. 
We venture to express the hope 
your Executive Committee may 
_ feel able to submit the suggestion, 
contained in this letter, to the 
consideration of the China Chris- 
tian Educational Association at 
its meeting, with a view to taking 
steps tor carrying it-into effect. 
Asa further means of helping the

justice. We understand better than 
preceding generations were able to, 
that the teachings of Jesus concern 
man in all his relationships, and take 
life whole. We may be proud that 
the Christian Church in China has 
declared, earlier than ever before in 
the development of industry in a 
_ nation, that it is clearly a part of her 
business to see that the conditions 
under which men and women and 
children are at present working in 
factories, are radically changed, she 
has recognized in all honesty, that to 


preach Jesus Christ to people working 
under conditions He would have 
spurned, is nothing less than travesty. 


We would judge from, the eager 
response which has been made. when 
in the last few wecks the proposed 
Labor Standard has been presented 
to various church groups, -that the 
cause of Christianizing industrial 
relationships in China may provide 
a welcome new means of putting the 
Christian message into such pragmatic 
terms as willappeal with peculiar 
force to the Chinese people. There 
could be no more efiective means, 
for example, of meeting on their own 
ground, the a of the anti-religion 
movement. Several church groups 
have already taken action in endorsing 
the Labor Standard. We _ suggest 
that a study of the industrial section 
of the report of Commission II, and 
a consideration of the proposed stand- 
ard, would be an invaluable task 
for local, provincial or national church 
bodies to set themselves within the 
coming few months. Of. striking 
significance is the fact that in con- 
nection with the present visit to China 
of Mr. Sherwood Eddy, the Chinese 
Chambers of Commerce of Chefoo and 
Peking have within the last few weeks 
officially endorsed this standard. If 
employers and church leaders alike 
deaithus courageously with this matter 
all over China within the next few 
months, such a humanizing of the pre- 
sent uncurbed industrial system may 
result as will make the industrializing 
of China unique iy history.

letely gained; to encourage every 
healthy movement of the church that 
leads to full autonomy; and to seek 
and work for the adaptation of the 
church to its environment and for its.

3. To consider the needs of 
China on a nationwide hasis and plan 
for the evangelization and uplift of the- 
whole nation.
